" Economic Highlights 

Everybody is now talking about what the next 
Congress will do and will not do. And its possible at- 
titudes on foreign policy and related matters are na- 
turally high on the list of discussed topics. 

One thing is certain — isolationism, in the full 
sense of the word, made no gains at the last election 
In fact, there are almost no real isolationists in Con 
gress any more. A true isolationist policy would have 
us withdraw from the UN, drop Europe like a hot 
potato, hole in here at home and say to the world, 
"A pox on all your countries." That was just about 
what happened after World War I, when Woodrow 
Wilson failed in his gallant fight to bring us into the 
old League of Nations. No one argues for such a policy 
any longer. To take an outstanding example, Senator 
Taft— who will lead the coalition of Republicans and 
conservative Democrats that will dominate the Senate, 
and who will be the most powerful individual in Con- 
gress — was once an isolationist.

No wound on an animal should be 
-consider;:! a trivial matter, For cno 
thing, animal s!:lns are invariably 
contaminated with germs capable of 
causing blood poisoning, gas .gan- 
greno or lockjaw. And in many sec- 
tions, larvae of screw worm flics 
may cause fatal damage In neglected 
woundn. 

Simple small wounds con be washed 
with soap and water and dusted or 
daubed with an antiseptic dressing. 

Sometimes livestock owners seek 
to promote healing by plastering 
wound s with mud or a spider web. 
Such measures Increase the danger 
of Infection and should never be 
used. 

Deep or extensive wounds, or those 
of tho puncture type, should always 
be handled by a veterlccrlin, for 
preparation of tho wound area, 
drainage and suturing are essential 
tc proper rc"ov?rv and function.

WARM AND DRY 

Baby pig disease, In all Its varied 
forma, has been causing heavy losses 
In the last few years. Vet a good 
many of those losses could have been 
avoided by one Dimple precaution: 
Keeping baby plga warm and dry 
during the first few critical days of 
their Uvea. 

Whether the chief trouble-maker 
Is a germ or virus, poor sanitation, 
poor nutrition or Just plain tack of 
vitality, chilling can be a contributing 
factor In a dozen different diseases 
of baby pigs. A pig in cold, drafty, 
damp quarters Is highly ausceptlble 
to infection. Furthermore, It doesn't 
utilize its feed to the best advantage 
for a fast growing start. 

In cold weather, authorities aay, a 
heated pig brooder usually helps save 
an extra pig In each Utter. 

A brooder can be" Improvised from 
material on the farm If a regular 
ready-made brooder can't be pro- 
vided. 



A Jug of hot water, for Instance, 
gives good protection If it la tightly 
corked and regularly re-fllled with 
heated water. Another make-shift 
brooder can be made with a clean 
wooden barrel, with an electric light 
tn It to furnish the heat! The wires 
must be properly insulated, of course, 
to avoid the danger of giving the 
pigs m «•* --*-'- *hock. 




Victims of Hypoglycemia. 

Hypoglycemia (see Illustration) is 
typical of the diseases which may be 
brought on, at least In part, by chil- 
ling of baby pigs. Hypoglycemia Is 
characterized by a deficiency of blood 
sugar. Symptoms Include shivering, 
dullness, and loss of appetite. In 
recent years veterinarians have helped 
conquer this disease by Injecting 
special sugara Into the blood stream 



Wisconsin Town Loses Tat 
Revenue Over Technicality 

WAUSAU, Wis. — Sam Nigar has 
the town in an uproar. And it is 
through no particular fault of his 
own. 

Sam's property sits astride the 
city limits. His barn is in the city 
of Wausau nnd his house Is In the 
county of Wausau. Last year he 
asked the Wisconsin Fuel & Light 
company to hook him up to the gas 
mains. It meant a 300-foot exten- 
sion of the mains, but the company 
obligingly made the connection. 

Sam's gas hookup has had far 
reoching results. Previously the 
company serving only city cus- 
tomers, had been classified as a 
private utility and paid its taxes 
Idlrectly ta the city. When the com- 
jpany first started serving Sam, 
'outside the city limits, It became a 
[public utility. From now on It will 
tpoy its taxes to the state, the de- 
partment of taxation has ruled. 

That's good for the gas company 
but bad for the city. Last year the 
company paid $14,000 in taxes on 
a city tax rote of $30 per $1,000 
valuation. This year the company 
will have to pay only $11,205 in 
taxes, because the state rate is 
$27 per $1,000 valuation. Of this 
tax money collected by the state, 
the city will get half, or $5,600.

300- Mile Tunnel Planned 
To Drain Huge Goal Field 

WASHINGTON — A 300-mile-long 
twin bore tunnel to open vast hard 
f conl reserves now under water In 
^central Pennsylvania is being 
jplanned by the bureau of mines. 
S. A. Ash, chief of the bureau's 
fety branch, said the tunnel— the 
igcst of its. kind— should be con- 
ucted from the central Pennsyl- 
vania coal field to Tidewater near 
JgBavre de Grace, Md. 
>'(-The project would cost from 300 
HES 500 million dollars," Ash said, but 
iiVirould have a double barreled pur- 
pose. While opening new anthracite 
V, reserves in an area now producing 
* more than 500 million dollars worth 
of coal a year, it also would carry 
.600,000 gallon of water a minute 
through a heavily populated Indus- 
trial area which is frequently 
threatened with water shortages 

This water would provide a new 
source of electric power to sup- 
plement supplies in an industrial 
area roughly from Jersey City to 
Baltimore, Ash said. He added that 
the drainage would double the re- 
maining life of the Pennsylvania 
anthracite field.

The question frequently arises as 
to what special privileges there are 
for farm owners and tenants with 
respect to the taking of fish and 
game. Illinois lawmakers have felt 
that persons living on the land 
should have certain rights which 
others do not possess. Accordingly, 
the following laws were passed: 

"The owners residing on, or ten- 
ants of, farm lands, and their child- 
ren, actually residing on such lands, 
shall have the right to catch or take 
with a hook and line, fish of the 
kind permitted to be taken or 
caught under the provisions of (the 
Fish and Game Code) from Waters 
lying upon or flowing over such 
lands, of which they or their par- 
ents are the bona fide occupants or 
tenants, without procuring licenses 
. . . providing such fishing shall be 
done during (the lawful season)." 
A similar law exists with respect to 
hunting and trapping. 

The following facts about the ap- 
plication of these laws will help to 
clarify them: 

1. Only occupants of the land are 
excused from procuring a license 
Even the children of an occupant 
must live at home to enjoy this pri- 
vilege. An owner not residing on his 
land must procure a license to hunt, 
fish or trap on his own land. 

2. The law simply excuses occu- 
pants from the necessity of procur- 
ing a license to hunt, fish or trao. 
It docs not excuse them from other 
provisions of the Fish and Game 
Code, nor does it excuse 'them from 
securing a license if they go on the 
land of other people. 

Of general interest to all boys and 
girls, particularly to farm boys and 
girls, is a law excusing persons un- 
der 18 years of age from procuring a 
license to fish with hook and line. 
The same exemption is provided for 
persons serving in the military or 
nnval forces of the United States. 
This "license exemption does not ex- 
ist with respect to hunting and trap- 
ping, however. 

In order that farmers may pro- 
tect their crops and livestock from 
wild animals or birds, without in- 
curing a penalty under the Game 
Code, the following law was en- 
acted, 

"The owners and tenants of lands 
may destroy any, wild bird or wild 
animal, other than a game bird or 
migratory game bird, when such 
wild bird or wild animal is destroy- 
ing property upon his or her land, 
but no poison or poisonous substance 
shall be used." The laws referred to 
may be found in the Illinois Revised 
Statutes, Chapter 66, Section 225, 
and Chapter 61, Sections 180-189.

Gillis said he was walking along 
a trail near his cabin at Dome 
Creek, about 20 miles northwest of 
Fairbanks, swinging a willow 
branch to brush away the mos- 
quitoes. / 

"I heard footsteps. I turned 
around to see a big black bear 
keeping step with me", he said. 

Gillis said he brandished the wil- 
low branch, which was decidedly 
the wrong thing to do. The bear 
charged, knocking the old man 
down. By some fluke he fell toward 
the animal, he said, pushing the 
bear off balance. 

"That gave me time to pull out 
my pocketknife." 

While the bear was clawing at 
him, Gillis said, he closed in and let 
the bruin have a few slashes over 
.the heart. The bear lurched back 
and Gillis ran for the road with the 
animal's hot "breath on my neck " 

A crew car of the Fairbanks Ex- 
ploration Co. had been left in the 
road by a group of mining men. 
Gillis squeezed into the cab and 
slammed the door in the bear's face.

Newspaper advertising 
Salts Set All Time High 

NEW YORK— Newspapers remain 
the best advertising means accord- 
ing to latest reports. 

Newspapers led the nation in ad- 
vertising sales last year, the Mag- 
azine Printers' Ink reports with a 
total volume of newspaper adver- 
tising amounting to $1,605,000,000, 
an all time high. 

The newspaper percentage was 
36.6 of the total with direct mail 
advertising accounting for the sec- 
ond largest share with 14.5 per 
cent. The direct mail method was 
9.6 per cent higher than last year 
and amounted to $755,600,000. 

Radio was the third largest seg- 
ment with 12.2 per cent of the 
total. Radio advertising amounted 
to $633,800,000, an increase -of 2.7 
per cent over 1948. . 

Magazines fell behind the pre- 
vious year by 3.9 per cent. Farm 
papers advanced .5 per cent, busi- 
ness papers, were down 1.1 per cent, 
outdoor advertising fell .8 per cent, 
and the miscellaneous group ad- 
vanced 6.8 per cent. 

The survey showed that total vol- 
ume of all advertising amounted to 
$5,202,200,000 in 1949, an Increase 
of 7 per cent over 1948. 

Florida Snake Hunters 
Find 10 Foot 'Baby* Boa 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. — A boa 
constrictor has been captured in 
Florida according to reports of Dr. 
W. T. Neill, biologist and college 
professor. 

Dr. Neill and Ross Allen, head of 
a Florida reptile institute, caught 
the reptile which weighed 45 
pounds and 'was 10 feet long. They 
were looking however, forgone re- 
portedly 30 feet long which was 
believed to have escaped from a 
circus train 53 years ago. 

The boa was found half burled In 
an armadillo hole. Instinctively 
timid, the snake lay still while 
Allen end Dr. Neil! shoveled away 
dirt 10 feet away and uncovered 
the tail.

Sometimes some one would ask 
him to do an errand In Longview, • 
and he'd always oblige.

He wasn't an 
especially Imaginative person, 
nor were his neighbors. 
The neighbors knew unconscious- 
ly that Felix was no longer differ- 
ent from any of them. Felix knew 
it too. It troubled him. It hurt. It 
made him lonesome. It made him 
wonder. It threatened to develop 
in him an inferiority complex. 

Felix tried hard to find pleasure 
in his retirement. He planted a 
garden and bought some chickens 
and occupied his time as much as 
he could. But it was a physical oc- 
cupation, and this gave him plenty 
of opportunity to think. Eventually 
his thinking changed to brooding, 
and the brooding nourished the 
growing inferiority complex. 

Felix's wife noticed the change. 
She tried to talk to him, to learn 
the source of his moodiness. But 
Felix couldn't explain it. He felt a 
little ashamed, and didn't want to 
talk. 

Another month passed and 
Felix's wife began to think he 
was a case for the family doc- 
tor. Then one day a letter ar- 
rived from Booth, GUI and 
Dyer. They wanted to know- if 
Felix would consider coming 
in for a few days to assist In 
straightening out some mat- 
ters about which they consid- 
ered him an expert. 
"The idea," Felix's wife ex- 
claimed. "Don't they know — but of 
course they don't— I'll write Im- 
mediately and tell them how poor- 
ly you a re I" 

"You'll do no such -thing!" Felix 
exclaimed, eyes gleaming. "I'm 
catching the 7:48 in the morning!" 

THE JOB lasted three weeks. 
During that time Felix became 
a figure once more. People became 
used to him going back and forth 




riding a flaming horse. Prosecutor 
Guy B. Cline. of Pickaway county 
recited the story this way: 

The Indian appeared to Segree at 
night, urging him to set fires. Se- 
grce's mind then went blank. When 
his mind cleared, a fire had been 
set. At this point, the phantom rider 
dismounted, taunted and sneered 
at Segree so that he ran from the 
scene. 

Mr. Callan said Segree identified 
his other murder victims as a watch- 
man who caught him setting fire to 
a warehouse in Portland, Me., on 
March 16, 1943; a boy about 12 or 
13 years old on a beach at Cape 
Cottage, Me., about 1943, and a boy 
in Japan while Segree was a mem- 
ber of the Army of occupation in 
1949. 

Mr. Callan said Segree enlisted 
In the army In 1948 for three years 
but was released a year later upon 
advice of the medical service. 

The fire ! marshal declined to 
make public details of Segree's con- 
fession. He said the youth definite- 
ly worked for the circus from June ' 
30 to July 13, 1944. The official said 
during that time there were two 
small circus fires before the fatal 
one July 6. 

James A. Haley, Ringllng presi- 
dent at the time of the tragedy, and 
George Smith, then the general 
manager, served prison terms in 
connection with the fire. The circus 
paid off mare than $2,000,000 in 
damage claims. 

"Segree admits to setting between 
twenty-five and thirty major fires 
in Portland, Me., from the latter 
part of 1939 until May of 1946 when 
he moved to Ohio," Mr. Callan said. 
"When the family moved from Co- 
lumbus to Adelphl, Ohio, in 1947, * 
series of small fires in alleys broka 
out in Circleville nearby. Segree ad- 
mits setting these fires. 

"He also admits setting innumer- 
able small fires in Portlands-Colum- 
bus and Circleville." 

Ohio officials said investigators 
first learned of Segree while ques- 
tioning William Graham, 23, of Cir- 
cleville, sent to the Ohio state hos- 
pital for the criminal insane in con- 
nection with a fire at a granary in 
Williamsport.

Peet's decision to change camps 
was startling in that he had handled 
many Reuter dispatches In recent 
months and none of them had been 
colored with Communist propagan- 
da, according to his superiors. 

In announcing his decision to 
change camps, he said: "We have 
all become, at least in part, in- 
struments of the American guided 
war machine. As an English 
patriot and friend of peace I can 
stand that no longer."

London Hospital 

LONDON, Englnnd — Sir James 
| Barrio, the ploywrlght, loved chil- 
' dren so much he gave all the earn- 
S ings from his fairy tale Peter Pan 
, to «a children's hospital in his home 
' town. When he died he made the 
I royalties a perpetual bequest. 

Because of that gift, the London 
(hospital for sick children, also 

known as Peter Pan Hospital has 
.' been made richer by 100,000 pounds 
| ($280,000) — and the money keeps 
I coming in. 

j Peter Pan and his playmates— 
I the Darting children, Captain Hook 
| and all the other inhabitants of 
i fairy land— have helped the people 
j who run the hospital to build one 
j of the finest, most modern hospital 

buildings in the would. They also 

■ help to pay for research by doctors 
and skilled technicians to study the 

[costly and baffling diseases that 

'strike at children. 

Some of the money this year la 
coming from the pockets of Amer- 
icans whose reverence of Sir James 
has made a revival of Peter Pan a 
current Broadway success. 

Construction Delayed 
When the author died In 1937 the 
hospital was building a structure 

* on the site of the old one In Lon- 
don's Bloomsbury district. It is not 

,yet finished and probably won't be 
•for a number of years. Building 

• material shortages, then a change 
in plans, have held up the work. 

The war stopped construction 
after the seven-story in-patient 
building hod been completed. That's 
a many-windowed, H-shaped build- 
ing with balconies running around 
every floor. 

There are 328 beds, with almost 
40 nurses to look after the young- 
ters night and day. There are 40 
staff doctors and 30 consulting 
specialists who visit the hospital 
almost daily. 

1 In addition there are another 
100 beds at the hospital's country 
branch, a former large private 
home on a 75-acre estate at Tad- 
worty, Surrey, about 20 miles south 
of London. Then there are two con- 
valescent homes with IB beds each 
—one at the seashore near Brighton 

■ and another in rural Oxfordshire. 

The royalties from Peter Pan 

help run all these, as does the gov- 

; ernment, which took over the con- 

■ trol of virtually all British hos- 
pitals a few years ago. 

Government Pays Part 

Because the hospital for sick 
children is a teaching hospital, its 
funds do not come under the con- 
trol of the Health Ministry, but are 
administered by the hospital au- 
. thorities solely for research and 
; treatment. The government pays 
I all maintenance costs. 

There is a Peter Pan ward— the 
eye, ear, nose and throat section. 
Like the other wards, it is gaily 
painted and cheerful. There is a 
miniature surgery for each unit of 
eight beds. Every unit also has its 
playroom, with rocking horses, fire 
engines, trains and dolls for con- 
valescent patients. 

Every Christmas season Peter 
Pan is presented in one of the Lon- 
don theaters. And members of the 
cast pay an annual visit to the 
: wards to entertain the children. 
; In the Peter Pan ward is a plaque 
that reads: 

"Dedicated to the never-fading 
: memory of one who lo\*ed children 
—Sir James Barrie,"
